McKay  recently  pointed  out  to  Utah 
residents  that  a new  federal  law  became 
effective  Feb.  1 intended  to  stop  the 
mailing  of  pornographic  advertisements  to 
those  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  receive 
them. 

The  law  is  part  of  the  Postal 
Reorganization  Act  passed  last  year  and 
provides  stiff  pen^ties  for  mailers  of 
unsolicited  pornographic  material  who 
persist  in  sending  advertising  matter  to 
persons  who  have  taken  steps  to  declare 
that  they  do  not  want  to  receive  them. 


In  addition,  McKay  reports,  all  envelopes 
containing  such  material  must  say  plainly 
on  the  front  “Sexually  Oriented  Ad.” 

If  an  individual  does  not  wish  to  receive 
such  advertisements  he  needs  to  go  to  his 
local  post  office  and  complete  PS  Form 
2201.  The  form  may  also  be  requested  by 
mail  and  the  names  of  those  submitting  the 
form  to  the  Post  Office  will  be  placed  on  a 
list  of  persons  who  do  not  want  unsolicited 
pornographic  advertisements  sent  to  their 
homes. 

A mailer  who  sends  such  material  to  a 
person  whose  name  is  on  the  list  will  be 
subject  to  criminal  sanctions  and,  if  the 
violation  is  willful,  to  criminal  penalties  of 
up  to  five  years  imprisonment,  a fine  of 
five  thousand  dollars  of  both. 


Warns  North  Vietnamese 


Nixon  issues  ^get  tough’  line 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - President 
Nixon  warned  North  Vietnam 
Wednesday  that  “We  are  not  going  to 
make  any  more  concessions”  at  the 
Paris  Peace  Talks  and  that  time  was 
running  out  for  meaningful 
negotiations  with  the  United  States. 

He  refused  at  an  impromptu  White 
House  news  conference  to  speculate 
whether  South  Vietnam  might 
extend  its  Laotian  offensive  into 
North  Vietnam.  But,  he  added;  “I’m 
not  going  to  place  any  limitation  on 
use  of  air  power.” 

He  specifically  ruled  out  use  of 
tactical  nuclear  weapons  in  Southeast 
Asia. 

While  U.S.  troops  will  continue  to 
withdraw  as  swiftly  as  their  safety 
can  be  guaranteed,  the  President  said, 
American  forces  will  remain  in  South 


Vietnam  until  Hanoi  releases  all  U.S. 
prisoners  of  war. 

Durir^  his  40-minute  session  with 
newsmen,  the  President  said  that  as 
the  United  States  proceeds  with  its 
troop  pullout,  it  will  have 
increasin^y  less  influence  over  the 
course  of  events  in  Indochina. 

His  message  for  the  leadership  in 
Hanoi  presumably  was  that  if  serious 
negotiations  do  not  begin  soon  in 
Paris,  the  North  Vietnamese  will  find 
themselves  dealing  with  a 
government  in  Saigon  that  is  less 
willing  to  negotiate  reasonably. 

“Time  is  running  out  for  North 
Vietnam  if  they  expect  to  negotiate 
with  the  United  States,”  Nixon  said. 

For  his  part,  he  said,  the  United 
States  is  not  prepared  to  go  further 
than  the  negotiating  position  he 


advanced  in  a major  speech  last 
October.  At  that  time,  he  proposed  a 
mutual  cease-fire  at  existing  military 
positions  and  an  expanded 
Geneva-style  conference  on  the 
entire  Indochina  problem. 

“I  do  not  want  to  suggest  there 
will  be  any  more  concessions.” 
Nixon  said.  “We  are  not  going  to 
make  any  more  concessions.” 

On  the  offensive  now  under  way  in 
Southern  Laos,  the  President  relayed 
a report  from  Gen.  Creighton  W. 
Abrams,  the  U.S.  military 
commander  in  Vietnam,  that  South 
Vietnamese  forces  were  fighting  “in  a 
superior  way”  and  were  now  running 
into  “very  heavy  resistance.” 

The  communists,  Nixon  said, 
“have  to  fight  here  or  give  up  the 
struggle  to  conquer  South  Vietnam 
or  Cambodia.”

Statistics  show  that  most  Indians  end  up  doing  numbers 
and  a handful  will  take  the  third  choice.  The  BIA’s  policy  h 
less  evolved  around  number  three.  The  Indian  has  been  pro: 
at  times  coerced  to  give  up  his  traditions  and  his  Indian  iden 
the  name  of  education.  He  has  seen  the  government  and 
undermine  the  things  which  he  thought  were  important  and 
to  his  children. 

The  price  the  American  Indian  has  had  to  pay  for 
according  to  the  non-Indians  terms,  cannot  be  measured  in 
cents  alone.  One  must  look  at  the  suicide  rates  on  Indian  r' 
and  in  federal  boarding  schools.  These  are  ten  times  th 
average.  At  the  Fort  Hall,  Idaho  reservation,  the  suicide  r 
teenagers  is  nearly  100  limes  the  national  average.

“The  Indian  still  does  not  have 
(the  right)  to  fully  participate  in 
the  policies  or  decisions  which 
are  made  in  connection  with  the 
education  of  his  children.” 

So  went  part  of  the  opening 
statement  to  Wednesday’s  Indian 
Week  panel  discussion  on 
“Relevant  Indian  Education.” 
The  statement  was  presented  by 


Wayne  Fields,  a Junior  from 
Walthill,  Nebraska,  and  prepared 
by  Stanley  Snake.  Snake,  a 
Junior  from  Ponca  City, 
Oklahoma,  will  be  returning  to 
his  regular  class  load  this  coming 
summer.  This  semester  he  is 
helping  to  formulate  a study 
program  on  Federal  Indian  law. 

(One  of  the  points  raised  by 
the  panel  was  that  such  a 


program  would  fit  the  label  of 
“relevant”  education.) 

Snake’s  statement  is  a brief 
overview  of  Indian  education 
proposals  since  1619  when  the 
first  mission  schools  were 
started.  He  traces  the  history  of 
schooling  “promises”  and  finds 
that  a relevant  education 
program  for  all  Indians  is  still 
wanting. 

Among  the  points  discussed 


, According  to  the  American  Indian  Law  Manual,  recently  published 
by  the  University  of  California,  no  tribe  formally  operates  its  own 
school  system.  On  the  Navajo  Reservation  there  is  an  experimental 
school,  the  Rough  Rock  Demonstration  school,  where  there  is  an 
attempt  to  increase  Navajo  participation  in  the  instruction  and 
management  of  the  institution.  But  the  school  is  not  administered  by 
the  tribe.  To  better  understand  the  picture  let  us  go  back  and  study 
some  of  the  Indians  educational  history. 

1619 

The  Virginia  Company  started  the  first  mission  schools  which  were 
abandoned  in  1622. 

1803 

$3,000  was  appropriated  by  Congress  to  civilize  and  educate  the 
“heathens.” 

1819 

Another  appropriation  was  made  to  civilize  and  educate  the  Indians. 
A S 1 0,000  annual  appropriation  was  known  as  “The  Civilization 
Fund.” 

1824 

The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  was  established  within  the  War 
department.  From  1794  to  1871  educational  provisions  were  included 
in  most  treaties  between  the  Indians  and  the  U.S.  government. 

All  through  Indian  history  the  Indian  has  never  been  successful  in  his 
attempts  to  gain  more  control  over  the  education  of  their  children. 
Almost  everyone  but  the  Indian  has  controlled  education  of  the  Indian 
people. 

The  law  of  March  30,  1802  as  embodied  in  the  United  States  Code 
declares; 

“The  President  may,  in  every  case  where  he  shall  judge  improvement 
in  the  habits  and  conditions  of  such  Indians  practicable,  and  that  the 
means  of  instruction  can  be  introduced  with  their  consent,  employ 
capable  persons  of  good  moral  character  to  instruct  them  in  the  mode 
of  agriculture  suited  to  their  situation.  And  for  teaching  their  children 
in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  performing  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  enjoined  according  to  such  instruction  and  rules  as  the 
President  may  give  and  prescribe  for  the  regulation  of  their  conduct,  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties.” 

As  we  can  see  from  this  even  the  president  has  more  to  say  about 
Indian  education  than  the  Indians  themselves. 

There  is  one  important  point  that  we  must  mention  and  that  is  this. 
Most  of  the  children  now  in  school,  whether  public,  private,  or  federal 
boarding  schools,  are  the  descendants  of  parents  who  have  attended  a 
federal  boarding  school  in  the  past.  In  their  day  and  time  there  was 
absolutely  no  parental  or  Indian  control  of  the  schools  which  taught 
them. 

The  sorry  fact  of  it  all  is  that  two  and  one  half  centuries  have  gone  by 
since  those  first  schools  were  started  by  the  Virginia  Company  in  1622 
and  the  Indian  still  does  not  have  or  has  not  been  granted  the  right  to 
fully  participate  in  the  policies  or  decisions  which  are  made  in 
connection  with  the  education  of  his  children. 

In  the  federal  government’s  educational  operations  there  is  no 
accountability  to  the  Indians.  The  bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  resists  at 
every  point  any  steps  which  would  make  bureau  employees  and  bureau

Reinforcements  sent  to 


American  support  base 


SAIGON  (UPI)  - U.S. 
Commanders  rushed 
reinforcements  Wednesday  to 
outnumbered  defenders  of  an 
American  base  supporting  the 
South  Vietnamese  campaign  into 
Laos.  Field  reports  said 
Communist  troops  were  firng 
from  all  sides  despite  heavy  U.S. 
air  and  artillery  pressure. 

The  combat  around  fire  support 
base  Scotch  10  miles  from  the 
Laotian  border  was  part  of  a 
pattern  of  heavy  fighting  in 
mountain  jungles  near  the 
reactivated  U.S.  airstrip  at  Khe 
Sanh,  headquarters  for  the 
9,000-man  American  support  task 
force. 

Preliminary  reports  indicated  at 
least  five  Americans  were 
wounded  in  the  battle  near  fire 
support  base  Scotch  and  military 
sources  said  a U.S.  Army 
helicopter  was  shot  down  near  it 
Wednesday  afternoon.  No 
casualties  were  reported  in  the 
16th  U.S.  helicopter  loss  of  the 
10-day  Laos  campaign  but  five 
Americans  were  killed  in  the  crash 
of  a U.S.  Army  Chinook 
helicopter  near  Hue  Monday  night 
in  an  incident  not  related  to  the 


South  Vietnamese  thrust  into 
Laos. 

Reports  late  Wednesday  said 
elements  of  the  20,000-man 
South  Vietnamese  expeditionary 
force  had  driven  1 5 miles  inside 
Laos,  an  advance  of  one  mile  in  a 
24-hour  period.  The  push  was 
described  as  slow  and  cautious. 

A Saigon  communique  said  the 
Laos  force  killed  500  Communists 
in  the  first  nine  days  of  the 
operation  and  field  reports 
Wednesday  increased  that  figure  : 
by  78.  South  Vietnamese  losses  ; 
were  placed  at  127  killed  and  454  ; 
wounded  plus  three  killed  and  | 
four  wounded  in  combat  | 
Wednesday.  ; 

Confused  front  dispatches  on  ■ 
the  fighting  around  fire  support  ■ 
base  Scotch  Wednesday  did  not  ; 
make  it  clear  whether  the  : 
American  defenders— about  44  : 
men-were  pinned  down.  The  : 
beleaguered  unit  was  identified  as  : 
a platoon  of  the  1st  Brigade  of  the  : 
5th  Mechanized  Infantry  Division 
stationed  just  west  of  a big 
outcropping  known  as  “the 
rockpile.” 

The  battle  began  Tuesday  an 
hour  or  so  before  dark  when 
communist  gunners  opened  up 
with  mortars  and  small  arms  from 
all  sides.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A 
Federal  Grand  Jury  indicted  Sgt. 
Maj.  William  O.  Wooldridge,  once 
the  army’s  top-ranked  enlisted 
man,  and  seven  other  persons 
Wednesday  on  charges  they 
conspired  to  defraud  enlisted 
men’s  clubs  in  Vietnam  through 
bribery  and  kickbacks. 

Wooldridge  was  a Sergeant 
Major  of  the  army,  that  service’s 
highest  ranking  enlisted  position, 
until  he  was  stripped  of  the  title 


following  a senate  subcommittee  ■: 
investigation  in  1969.  He  was  ■ 
accused  in  that  inquiry  of  • 
“questionable  activities”  in  his  ; 
conduct  of  army  clubs  in  ■ 
Germany,  the  United  States  and  ; 
South  Vietnam.

crew-cut  Wooldridge,  but  a Justice 
Department  investigation  was 
opened  with  the  aid  of  army 
criminal  investigators  while 
Wooldridge  was  reassigned  to  the 
White  Sands  Missile  Range  in  New 
Mexico. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Sen.  Edward  M.  Kennedy. 
D-Mass.,  said  today  the  U.S. 
policy  of  Vietnamization  is 
actually  “a  policy  of 
violence”  that  has  resulted 
in  “invasion”  of  Cambodia 
and  Laos. 

“We  have  now  seen  clearly 
what  Vietnamization 
means,”  Kennedy  said.  “The 
invasion  of  Cambodia,  the 
invasion  of  Laos,  are  the 
children  of  that  policy. 
Vietnamization  means  war 
and  more  war;  it  has  nothing 
to  do  with  an  end  to 
violence,  it  is  a policy  of 
violence.” 

Kennedy  addressed  a 
meeting  of  the 
Businessmen’s  Executive 
Movement  (BEM)  for  Peace 
in  Vietnam. 

Kennedy  expressed 
“disappointment  and 
dismay”  that  the  American 
people  have  not  protested 
the  allied  operation  in  Laos 
more  strongly. 

“For  a gross  step  was 
taken  in  the  invasion  of 
Laos,  and  unlike  times  past, 
the  people  of  this  nation 
have  uttered  hardly  a word 
of  protest,”  Kennedy  said. 

He  aid  Americans  should 
not  be  complacent  or  let  go 
unanswered  “the  invasion  of 
a neutral  nation  by  another 
state  under  our  guidance  and 
control.” 


Israeli  Premier  Golda  Meir  and 
Foreign  Minister  Abba  Egan 
Wednesday  rejected  United 
Nations  and  Egyptian  peace 
proposals  requiring  the 
withdrawal  of  Israel’s  forces  from 
the  Sinai  Peninsula. 

Mrs.  Meir,  in  a speech  at 
Kibbutz  Merhavia,  turned  down 
an  Egyptian  offer  to  discuss  a 
Middle  East  settlement  in  return 
for  a partial  pullout  of  Israeli 
troops  from  Sinai. 

“I  do  not  see  how  we  could 
benefit  'by  blindly  accepting 
President  Anwar  Sadat’s  call  for  a 
withdrawal  behind  El  Arish, 
which  would  leave  our 
strongholds  in  the  hands  of 
Egyptian  and  Soviet  troops,”  she 
said.

Dr.  B.  A.  Rogge  spok

When  asked  if  capitalism  is 
doomed,  Dr.  Benjamin  A.  Rogge 
answered,  “It  is  easier  to  be 
optimistic  about  the  past  than  the 
future,”  while  addressing  BYU 
students  yesterday. 

Dr.  Rogge  is  a distinguished 
Professor  of  Political  Economy  at 
Wabash  College  in  Crawfordsville, 
Indiana,  and  a member  of  the 
Foundation  for  Economic 
Education. 

In  his  morning  lecture,  Rogge 
discussed  capitalism  as  a freedom 
in  itself,  citing  the  paying  social

Jackson’s  appeal  to  the  Labor 
Council,  representing  13.6  million 
union  members,  was  received  by 
the  AFL-CIO  leaders  with  some 
reservations.  Federation  President 
George  Meany  noted  the 
AFL-CIO  has  supported  more 
Democrats  than  Republicans,  but 
said  it  did  not  want  to  tie  itself 
completely  to  any  one  party.

Connally  requests 
debt  ceiling  hike

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Treasury  Secretary  John  B. 
Connally  asked  Congress 
Wednesday  to  raise  the  national 
debt  ceiling  by  S40  billion  to  a 
record  S43S  billion  so  the 
government  can  pay  its  bills. 

The  former  Texas  governor’s 
first  official  assignment  for 
President  Nixon  was  to  tell  the 
House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  that  the  national  debt 
would  rise  to  within  $1  billion  of 
the  present  S39S  billion  limit  late 
this  month. 

Unless  Congress  heeds  his  plea 
to  raise  the  ceiling  on  the  amount 


the  government  can  borrow, 
Connally  said  the  government 
could  face  “serious  operating 
difficulties’’  in  a matter  of  weeks 
in  meeting  its  fiscal  obligations. 

Connally  made  his  appearance 
as  Congress  returned  from  a 
week-long  Lincoln’s  birthday 
recess  amid  indications  the  pace 
of  l^islation  might  start  picking 
up. 

In  session  since  Jan.  21,  the 
92nd  Congress  has  done  little 
more  thus  far  than  get  organized. 
The  Senate  has  been  tied  up  by  a 
low-key  filibuster  over  a proposal 
to  change  the  rules  for  ending 
filibusters.

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Cougars  travel  to  Wyoming 
and  Colorado  this  weekend

This  weekend  will  mark  the 
final  road  trip  of  the  season  for 
the  BYU  basketball  squad. 

The  Cougars  are  presently  tied 
for  the  elusive  Western  Athletic 
Conference  lead  with  the 
University  of  Utah  and  Arizona 
State. 

This  road  trip  looms  as  a crucial 
one  for  the  Mountain  Cats  as  a 
defeat  will  surely  put  BYU  in  an 
adverse  position  for  the  WAC 
crown. 

Friday  the  Cougars  face  a 
toughie  in  Wyoming.

On  Saturday  evening  the 
Cougars  venture  into  the  domain 
of  Colorado  State  University.  In 
their  last  meeting,  the  Mountain 
Cats  had  to  fight  off  a last  minute 
desperation  bid  by  the  Rams 
before  pulling  out  a narrow  two 
point  victory. 

Both  the  Cowboys  and  the 
Rams  are  nearly  out  of  contention 
for  the  WAC  crown  and  can  play 
the  part  of  spoilers  this  weekend 
with  the  Cougars  coming  to  town. 

BYU,  however,  has  the  added 
incentive  going  of  winning  under 
pressure.  In  their  last  two  outings 
against  the  University  of  New 
Mexico  and  the  University  of 
Texas-El  Paso,  the  Cougars  needed 
wins  to  stay  in  contention  for  the 
WAC  crown  and  win  they  did.

BYU’s  high-riding  wrestling 
team,  fresh  from  a big  conference 
win  over  rival  Utah,  faces  more 
conference  competition  Saturday 
night  with  a dual  match  against 
Wyoming  scheduled  for  7:30  p.m. 

Wyoming,  third  in  the 
conference  last  year  behind  BYU 
and  Utah,  are  a young  team  and 
the  Cougars  are  anxious  to  get  a 
good  look  at  the  Wyoming  talent. 
According  to  Coach  Fred  Davis 
the  dual  meet  competition  is  very 
important  in  determining  the 
conference  championships.  .This 
year  the  two  day  WAC  meet  will 
be  held  in  Laramie. 

The  Cougar  matmen  are 
currently  undefeated  in  WAC 
competition,  having  registered 
wins  over  Colorado  State  and 
Utah.

Bennett  voices  Laos  opinion 


In  a recent  statement,  Sen. 
Wallace  F.  Bennet, 
Republican-Utah,  stated  his 
feelings  on  the  military  action  in 
Laos. 

‘‘I  feel  that  the  striking  of 
enemy  targets  and  strongholds  in 
Laos  by  South  Vietnamese  and 
Allied  forces  is  a logical  and 
necessary  step  in  both  the 
Vietnamization  of  the  war  and  in 
the  orderly  withdrawal  of 
AmCTican  forces,”  Bennett  said. 

“The  first  such  movement  came 


during  the  Cambodian  invasion 
and  the  subsequent  closing  of  the 
supply  ports  and  trails  down 
through  Cambodia  into  South 
Vietnam.  Now  we  are  merely 
moving  to  close  the  alternate 
route  which  the  North  has  been 
using  since  we  shut  down  the 
Cambodian  route,”  he  continued.

“The  best  proof  that  this  latest 
move  by  the  Allied  forces  is 
hurting  the  enemy  very  badly  is 
the  wailing  and  the  cry  of  ‘foul’ 
by  the  other  side.  I support  the 
Laos  penetration  and  like  the 
Cambodian  invasion,  I think 
history  will  prove  the  attacks  were 
necessary,”  Bennett  said.

A BYU  freshman,  a faculty 
member,  and  a staff  member  are 
all  involved  in  a contemporary 
drama  about  young  people  and 
the  drug  scene  which  will  have  it’s 
premiere  on  Channel  11, 
KBYU-TV,  next  Monday  night 
(Feb.  22)  at  9 p.m. 

Freshman  Danny  Duncan  of 
Orem,  Max  Golightly  of  the 
Speech  and  Drama  Dept,  and 
Security  Chief  Swen  Nielsen  all 
have  key  roles  in  “LifeBlood.” 

The  KBYU-produced  film  has 
already  been  selected  for  use  by  a 
California  drug,  abuse  commission 
in  it’s  school  programs,  and  will 
go  into  national  release  following 
it’s  KBYU  airing. 

“LifeBlood”  is  the  story  of  two 
friends,  Kim,  and  Brian,  and  how 
their  separate  experiences  lead 
them  into  the  drug  scene  and  to 
different  viewpoints  about  drugs. 

Danny  Duncan  plays  the  part  of 
Brian  in  the  drama,  while  Dr. 
Golightly  portrays  Kim’s  father. 
The  part  of  a police  lieutenant  is 
taken  by  Chief  Swen  Nielsen, 
and  several  other  Security  officers 
are  featured. 

“LifeBlood”  has  taken  nearly 
18  months  from  script  to  finished 
film,  and  was  written  afid 
produced  by  Dennis  Berrett  after 
xtensive  research  with  both 
California  and  Utah  drug  abuse 
authorities  and  young  people. 

The  point  of  view  of  the  film  is 
objective,  so  it  is  neither 
“preachy”  or  “sensationalistic” 
according  to  Berrett.  Location 
filming  was  done  at  BYU  Security 
offices,  on  campus,  and  mainly  at 
Provo  High  and  West  High  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  with  other  outdoor 
locations  in  Salt  Lake  and  Provo. 

Special  film  effects  were 


produced  at  a lab  in  Los  Angeles 
and  an  original  music  soundtrack 
was  written  and  performed  by  a 
recording  group.

Amendment  asked 

Teen- vote 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - House 
Democratic  leaders  moved  today 
to  get  fastest  possible  action  on  a 
constitutional  amendment  to 
lower  the  voting  age  to  1 8 for  all 
state  and  local  elections. 

Chairman  Emanuel  Celler, 
D-N.Y.,  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee  at  a joint  news 
conference  with  Speaker  Carl 
Albert,  said  an  amendment  was 
the  only  way  to  clear  up 
confusion  and  dual  vote  standards 
that  otherwise  would  add  $50 
million  to  $60  million  to  election 
costs  in  1972. 

Congress  passed  a law  last  year 
to  lower  the  voting  age  to  18.  The 
Supreme  Court  held  that  the  law 
was  applicable  only  as  to  voting  in 
Federal  elections,  meaning  that  in 
most  states,  the  21 -year-old  age 
requirement  still  prevails  for  state 
and  local  elections. 

Celler  said  he  would  appoint  a 
committee  headed  by  himself  to 
act  as  fast  as  possible,  preferably 
without  hearings.
